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DR. JOSEF NORDENHAUG, Norwe- 
gian-born minister, theologian, jour- 
nalist and educator, will take office 
November 1 as General Secretary of 
the Baptist World Alliance. Elected by 
the Tenth Baptist World Congress at 
Rio de Janeiro last June, Dr. Norden- 
haug comes to Washington from the 
presidency of Baptist Theological 
Seminary, Ruschlikon-Zurich, Switzer- 
land. He succeeds Dr. Arnold T. Ohrn, 
who led ably 1948-60.

POLISH BAPTISTS NEED MONEY TO 
COMPLETE BUILDINGS 


Polish Baptists urgently need money 
to enable them to complete the group 
of buildings in Warsaw intended to house 
a new Baptist church, offices of the Pol- 
ish Baptist Union, and a seminary, Rev. 
Aleksander Kircun told the biannual 
meetings of the European Baptist Federa- 
tion Council in Vienna. 

Mr. Kircun said that the Baptist Union 
of Poland has a membership of 2,500 in 
65 churches and work is beginning in 
several new stations. There are 65 Sun- 
day schools with a total membership of 
854 children. Leading this work are 15 
ordained ministers and 57 other workers. 

Speaking of the new building in War- 
saw, he said the work on the offices and 
the seminary was already complete and 
progress was being made with the chapel. 
He emphasized, however, that the work 


is in grave danger of being stopped be- 
cause no more funds are available. Orig- 
inal estimates will have to be exceeded by 
at least £12,000 (US $33,600). 


The Baptist Times of London observed 
that Warsaw is the only place in Eastern 
Europe where a building project of this 
type can be undertaken and it would 
seem that if Baptists are to have any 
future in Warsaw, this building must be 
completed as quickly as possible. 

A Baptist Times reporter said: “We are 
all impressed with the courage and en- 
thusiasm of our Polish brethren and un- 
derstand something of the importance 
of the project to our friends there when 
Mr. Kircun concluded his report by 
saying: “This building is the expression 
of our love for our ruined city.’” 


European Baptist Federation Council Meets 


Representatives of the Baptist Union 
of Austria, Belgium, Finland, France, 
Germany, Great Britain, Holland, Italy, 
Yugoslavia, Norway, Poland, Portugal, 
Switzerland, Sweden, and Spain met in 
Vienna, Austria, September 10-13 for bi- 
annual meetings of the European Baptist 
Federation Council. 

Rev. F. E. Huizinga of the Dutch 
Baptist Union was conference chairman. 
The agenda was so long that committees 
met from 8:30 a.m. till 9:00 p.m. daily. 

The Council heard reports of progress 
in building a Baptist church-house in 
Warsaw, Poland, and gave attention to 
the needs for funds for completion of 
this project. (See story above.) 

Considerable time was spent also in 
discussing Baptist work in Belgium where 
eight churches now have a total mem- 
bership of 300-350. Rev. Jean Desy, sec- 
retary of the Belgium Baptist Union and 
pastor of one of the churches, said that 
the four older churches in that country 
had been started by French Baptist mis- 
sionaries. Two new causes have been 
started since the war, one in Brussels and 
one in Liége. There is also a Flemish 
speaking work near Louvre and a Polish- 
speaking church near Liége. 

The European Baptist Federation has 
been giving support to Belgian Baptists 
and it was agreed that further aid should 
be given. 

Dr. Erik Ruden, associate secretary of 
the Baptist World Alliance and secretary 
of the European Baptist Federation, re- 
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ported his recent visit to the Baptists in 
Czechoslovakia. He said he observed a 
large number of young people in the 
churches and that a happy and fervent 
spirit prevails. 

There are 4,100 members in the 26 
Czechoslovakia churches, led by 21 full- 
time ministers. The churches were 
crowded when Dr. Ruden visited them. 
He noticed a freedom to preach the 
gospel and to hold services. 

Arising out of the Ruschlikon confer- 
ence held recently for religious editors 
and religious writers, it was proposed 
that the Federation undertake a European 
Press Service to facilitate the distribution 
of important items of Baptist news, and 
of news that concerned Baptists, through- 
out the unions of the Federation. Dr. 
John Allen Moore of the Ruschlikon 
Baptist Seminary will organize the press 
service as a part-time responsibility, and 
it was anticipated that operations will be- 
gin in September, 1961. 

A committee was formed to undertake 
the organizing of the Men’s Conference 
which previously have been organized 
from Ruschlikon and had proved to be 
such a source of blessing to so many. 
Mr. Cyril Petch, secretary of the Baptist 
men’s movement in Great Britain, was 
appointed chairman. 

An interesting comment was made by 
Rev. Aleksander Kircun about the term 
“iron curtain”. He said it might be a 
good political term but he felt it was a 
bad “baptifical term.”

HE FUTURE Of Baptist life and work in the world is 
T as bright as the promises of God.

Brazilian Baptists exceeded all 
expectations in arranging for a unique and memorable 
Congress that demonstrated anew the depth and strength 
of our fellowship in Christ. 

Who can forget the stirring parade of the nations at 
the opening session when in many languages the Con- 
gress theme was repeated that “at the name of Jesus 
every knee should bow and every tongue confess that 
Jesus Christ is Lord to the glory of God the father”! 
Though we came from many countries, with varying po- 
litical philosophies and points of view, and though we 
spoke different languages and wore different clothes, we 
were one in our fellowship in Jesus Christ. 

Brazilian Baptists felt the thrill of this and the other 
great sessions, and many are being baptized and re- 
ceived into our churches on the confession of their faith 
in our living Lord. We are confident that the same thing 
will occur in many places as the story of Rio is told. 


Many Reasons for Encouragement 


' We have many reasons for encouragement as we face 
the future in our Baptist world fellowship. The amazing 
growth of our members from London to Rio is a source 
of encouragement and satisfaction. The fact that we 
could add three million to our fellowship in five years 
is evidence of our evangelistic concern and missionary 
endeavor and of the appeal of the gospel when it is 
preached and lived by committed believers. 

We are encouraged also by the new leadership of the 
Alliance. We are grateful that God raised up Joao Soren 
and Josef Nordenhaug to serve as president and general 
secretary for the years ahead. Just as truly, we are grate- 
ful for new leaders from many countries who are proving 
what many of us have hoped and prayed for, that we 
can count on worthy Baptist leaders in many lands who 
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will work together with a conscious sense of world fel- 
lowship. We are grateful, too for the broader base of 
support for the work of the Alliance that was evident in 
Rio. The financial support for our world fellowship will 
come from more countries than ever before. 

We are grateful for the many instances of loyalty, 
courage and devotion on the part of our Baptist people. 
In the face of difficulty and trial, the witness of our 
members to our living Lord is steadfast and true in many 
lands where it is hard to be a Christian. 


A Deep Spiritual Unity 

In the face of the tensions of the world of our day, 
we sensed anew in Rio not only our growing fellowship 
but also a deep spiritual unity. We could say after the 
Congress, more than ever before, “In Christ there is no 
east or west, no south or north, but one great fellowship 
of love throughout this whole round earth. Join hands 
then, brothers of the faith, what’er your race may be— 
who owns my Father as a son is surely kin to me.” We 
Baptists have reason to be proud and grateful for our 
spiritual kin folk in many lands. 

At the Rio Congress we voiced anew our common 
convictions and concerns as Baptists. Evangelism and 
missions are and must ever be keynotes of our life and 
work. We are bearers of the good news, and we have a 
world mission committed to us by Christ our Lord: a com- 
mission, never repealed, calling for renewed devotion. 

Baptists are concerned for religious freedom in every 
land. Our freedom is threatened sometimes by totalitarian 
governments or atheistic philosophies or state churches 
or complacent materialists and pagan secularists, and yet, 
our witness goes on. Freedom of conscience, separation

HE sToryY of the phenomenally rapid 

growth of the Christian faith among 
the people of the Lushai Hills of As- 
sam is one of the most amazing of re- 
cent missionary history. Less than 70 
years ago the Lushais were savage, il- 
literate head-hunters, and today their 
district, which has been renamed the 
Mizo District, probably has a higher 
percentage of Christians than any other 
district of India. 

Until 1947 missionary work was 
shared by the Welsh Presbyterian and 
the London Baptist Missionary Societies, 
but since India obtained independence 
other missionary bodies have also es- 
tablished themselves in the district. At 
present, practically all of the Christians 
are to be found in Presbyterian churches 
in the north or Baptist churches in the 


south. 


The First Missionaries 

The pioneer B.M.S. missionaries to 
the Mizo tribe were Rev. J. H. Lorrain 
and Rev. F. W. Savidge, though a 
Welsh missionary had previously pene- 
trated into their country and stayed 
for a few weeks. Lorrain and Savidge

arrived in India in 1891, at a time when 
the second Lushai expedition to put down 
head-hunting was in operation. They 
were temporarily refused permission to 
enter the country, but when peaceful 
conditions were restored in 1894 they 
settled in Aijal, the district headquar- 
ters. 

Having gleaned a little of the lan- 
guage during their enforced wait, they 
were able to start immediately with the 
compilation of a grammar and a dic- 
tionary and also to translate the Gos- 
pels according to Luke and John and 
the Acts of the Apostles. For four years 
they combined this literary work with 
itinerating and preaching, but at the 
end of that time there were only two 
Mizo men who showed interest in the 
gospel message. By then their furlough 
was due, and not expecting to return 
to the Mizo Hills, they handed over the 
results of their work to the Welsh Pres- 
byterian Mission, which was already 
working in the neighboring district of 
the Khasi Hills. 

The work, continued by the Welsh 
missionaries, prospered in the north and 
spread southwards, where a small group 
of Christians, won largely by the wit- 
ness of a Khasi road overseer, asked the 
Welsh Mission to supply them with a 
resident missionary. Correctly gauging 
the importance of this opportunity, 
though unable to supply the need, the 
Welsh Mission referred it to the Baptist 
Missionary Society, whose chain of sta- 


tions in the Chittagong Hill Tracts led - 


eastwards to Lungleh, the sub-divisional 
headquarters of the Mizo Hills. 


Lorrain and Savidge Return 

The B.M.S. accepted the invitation 
and, recalling Lorrain and Savidge from 
the Abor Hills of North Assam, where 
they had gone after furlough, sent them 
to Lungleh in 1903 to resume the work 
among Mizos which they had relin- 
quished five years earlier. Lorrain gave 
his time to evangelistic work and trans- 
lation, and Savidge to education and 
simple medicine, both touring the coun- 
try extensively on foot and by pony. 
There were at that time no roads other 
than the steep and narrow inter-village 
paths. 

Several factors combined to bring in a 
rich harvest. The evangelistic fervor of 
the Mizo converts themselves, the will- 
ingness of the British Government to 
leave education entirely in the hands of 
the missionaries, and the fact that the 
Mizo were animists and therefore not 
firmly bound by the age-long traditions 
of Hinduism, Islam or Buddhism, were 
only some of the conditions which 
brought about the amazingly rapid evan- 
gelization of these hills. 

Baptist work is confined to the south- 
ern sub-division, with a population ap- 
proaching 50,000, living in scattered vil- 
lages perched on the tops of the hills 
which range from 1,000 feet to 7,000 
feet high. The Christian community now 
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numbers 41,550 of whom 20,367 are 
communicant members. There were 969 
baptisms last year. 

The Presbyterian church in the north 
covers an area twice as large and a pop- 
ulation three times as large as those in 
the south. The proportion of Christians 
in the north is roughly the same as in 
the south, so that the whole country is 
now predominantly Christian. 


Churches Are Self-Supporting 


The Baptist churches have been self- 
supporting from the beginning, the B.M. 
S. assisting with schools and a hospital 
and with personnel for Bible translation. 
The latest development is that the na- 
tional Baptist body has taken over re- 
sponsibility for all these former B.M.S. 
Activities, though the B.M.S. will still 
help for a time with the missionaries 
and money. The Mizo Baptists look for- 
ward to the day when they can dispense 
entirely with B.M.S. help, and they are 
projecting future budgets to that end. 

Unfortunately just as this hopeful 
juncture, calamity has fallen on the 
Mizo Hills in the form of a famine 
brought about by a plague of rats which 
mysteriously but regularly follows the 
periodic flowering and fruiting of two 
species of bamboo once every 50 years. 
The government of India is doing what 
it can to rush rice to the people by jeep 
and airplane, but so far supplies are 
only enough to provide food for two 
days in a week. 

Church finances are bound to suffer, 
and the move to complete self-depend- 
ence in church work, schools, hospital

and production of non-Mizo people liv- 
ing in the western river valleys, the Sun- 
day schools, the youth work, all will 
be affected for a time. 


Confident of Future 


But such a strong and spiritual group 
as the Mizo Baptists will not fail to 
emerge from this difficult time linked 
by closer bonds to those Baptist friends 
of other countries who have generously

the neighboring tribes also. 





Hospital Is First Non-Bamboo 
Building in South Mizo 


An outpatient’s block at the Christian 
hospital at Serkawn is the first non-bam- 
boo building in that city of South Mizo. 

Another of the building’s novelties— 
exciting to the people of Serkawn—is 
provision of porcelain wash-basins with 
faucets for running water. 

As yet, there is no water supply to the 
taps. But the people who have seen the 
revolutionary changes already brought 
about by Christianity are optimistic that 
one day the taps will be needed. 

Rev. Benjamin Pradhan, president of 
the Council of Baptist Churches of North 
India and a member of the Baptist World 
Alliance Executive Committee, led the 
service opening the outpatient facilities. 

Opening day speakers included Lal- 
siami, who entered the hospital in 
1919 and was a member of the first 
nurses’ training class. She presented a 
tablecloth she had woven in the names of 
Miss Dicks and Miss Oliver, the first 
European nurses to serve there.

E HAVE COME together from dif- 

ferent countries in this old city, 
well known in the history of Europe, to 
think and speak about those things which 
have had such a deep influence on the 
history of our own nations, of this con- 
tinent, and of the whole world.

in Jesus Christ as Father. We all know 
only one way to salvation of the individ- 
ual and the community. We all have the 
same spirit of God who reveals to us the 
truth of his world and the wisdom of 
his ways. 

That which we have in common is 
great. We have the privilege to be Bap- 
tists; and although there is as far as I 
know, not a country in which the Bap- 
tist fellowship is the only or dominating 
one, we may gratefully acknowledge that 
there are few countries in which no 
Baptists live and work. 

We are spread all over the world. 
Though we are small in numbers, the 
influence of our witness is deep and wide. 
The soil for this witness is not the same 
in every country. Nevertheless our men 
and women give their testimony and they 
will see the harvest. 





There are great things happening in 
our time. Continents and races are on 
the march to a new future, to new pos- 
sibilities and responsibilities. It seems 
that our mission societies will have to 
face many problems. We find that many 
Christians are threatened by prosperity. 
Spiritual life is endangered by fascinating 
events and inventions in the political 
and technical sphere. On the other side, 
spiritualistic movements appeal to many 
believers who think the churches to be 
impotent to speak words of life and 
power to the people of these days. 

We have come together now in Vienna, 
and we feel our weakness to do the work 
that can in fact only be done by God 
and by his grace through those who are 
ready to serve him. 

Our world is filled with all the noise 
men can make. Yet there is a loud com- 
mand, heard only by the servants of 
Christ, to bring the message of God to 
the nations. And we are here to ponder 
about ways and means to do so. We 
are here to pray together that through 
the spirit of God, the word of God may 
be proclaimed and believed. 


Together we sang “Blest Be the Tie that Binds Our 
Hearts in Christian Love.” It was a moving demonstra- 
tion of the unbreakable fellowship that is ours in our 
common Lord. 

The closing meeting in the great stadium, when Billy 
Graham preached the gospel so effectively and so many 
were moved to decision, was an unforgettable experience. 
It was the largest Baptist meeting in history and was a 
visible demonstration of our growing strength. We are 
grateful to the other evangelical Christians and to the 
many visitors who joined with us to make this a demon- 
stration that those who attended will long remember. 
Baptists start as a little minority group in many lands; 
and though some are still but a handful of believers in 
their own country, we are together a great people, great 
in our devotion to the will of God, our love of liberty, 
and our loyalty to Christ and his Kingdom.

of church and state, and liberty under law are principles 
Baptists have suffered for and will continue to contend 
for. 

At Rio we voiced our concern for peace, knowing that 
it must be peace with justice and freedom. We want no 
superficial talk of peace that fails to grapple with the real 
issues and does not recognize that true and lasting peace 
will come through the kind of people Christ creates, 
people who can live at peace with each other because 
they have made their peace with God. 


Pray Together As Never Before 


We are called to pray together as never before. More 
things are wrought by prayer than this world dreams of. 
Let us renew our covenant of prayer with and for each 
other and for the salvation of a lost world. God forbid 
that we should sin against each other by failing to pray 
for each other. 

Rio gave a dramatic evidence of our brotherhood under 
God with our fellow Baptists and other believers in Christ 
around the world. I shall never forget the closing evening 
session at Rio de Janeiro when we joined hands and held 
them high as a visible expression of our unity in Christ. 


Let us take new heart and hope as we face the future. 
The next five years should see a steady growth in our 
numbers, a greater increase in our influence, and, I trust, 
a deepening sense of our dependence on God and on 
each other, for we are truly one in Christ our Lord. With 
this high hope and bright promise, let us work on till the 
day when “every kindred, every tribe on this terrestrial 
ball to him all majesty ascribe and crown him Lord of all.”

Independence Comes to Nigeria 


“In no country of the world at any 
time in history have there been so many 
Baptist cabinet ministers in a single 
government as we have today in the 
Western Region of Nigeria,” says Dr. 
I. N. Patterson, Southern Baptist mis- 
sionary who serves as secretary-treasurer 
of the Nigerian Baptist Mission. Nigeria 
and its 36,000,000 people gained inde- 
pendence from Britain, October 1. 

In the present government of the 
Western Region there are five Baptist 
cabinet ministers and one other minister 
who was partly trained in Baptist 
schools. The Premier of the Western 
Region, Chief S. L. Akintola, is an ac- 
tive Baptist who received much of his 
education in Baptist schools of Nigeria. 
Southern Baptists began their mission 
work in Nigeria in the Western Region 
in 1850. 

There is one Baptist in the Federal 
Cabinet, the Minister of Finance. On 
previous occasions there have been as 
many as three Baptist, or Baptist-trained, 
Federal ministers. Southern Baptists be- 
gan work in the Federal Territory of 
Nigeria in 1855. 

There have been at least three Bap- 
tist, or Baptist-trained, ministers in the 
Eastern Region in previous years, though 
there are none at this time. Southern 
Baptist mission work began in the East- 
ern Region in 1889. 

Baptist work in the Northern Region 
started about 40 years ago, and was at 
first mainly among southerners working 
in the North. Today there are more than 
100 Hausa-speaking congregations, 
though there is no Baptist of cabinet 
rank in the Northern government. One 
of the key men in the Ministry of In- 
formation is an active Baptist; and quite 
a number of people in lesser government 
and clerical positions are Baptists. 


USA MISSION BOARD JOINS 
NIGERIAN CELEBRATIONS 


“O God of all creation, grant this our 
one request, help us to build a nation 
where no man is oppressed, and so with 
peace and plenty, Nigeria may be 
blessed,” sang the Southern Baptist For- 
eign Mission Board headquarters staff 
and guests at the close of a special serv- 





noontime service was held in celebra- 
tion of Nigeria’s attainment of independ- 
ence from Britain on October 1. Guests 
of honor were five Nigerians—Baptist 
teachers—who are students at Virginia 
Union University, Richmond: Isaiah Ola 
Adegbile, A. Oladipo Adeyemi, John 
Oyewale, Emanuel Taiwo, and Mrs. Dor- 
cas Tugbiyele. 

Dr. H. Cornell Goerner, the Board’s 
secretary for Africa, Europe, and the 
Near East, reported that 212 Southern 
Baptist missionaries to Nigeria are tak- 
ing part in the several-week-long inde- 
pendence celebrations. Five former mis- 
sionaries now living in the States re- 
ceived special invitations from the Ni- 
gerian Government in appreciation of 
the contributions they made to Nigeria’s 
growth: Miss May Perry, Rev. and Mrs. 
J. C. Powell, and Dr. and Mrs. George 
W. Sadler. 

Dr. Goerner read a cablegram re- 
ceived from Rev. S. A. Lawoyin, presi- 
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dent of the Nigerian Baptist Convention, 
in reply to one of congratulations sent 
by the Board. “Southern Baptist Con- 
vention deeply engraved in history and 
hearts of Nigerians through production 
of Christian leaders for new day,” said 
Mr. Lawoyin. 

In the main address, on the role that 
the Baptist denomination has played in 
the achievement of Nigerian independ- 
ence, Mr. Adegbile outlined the growth 
of work in evangelism, medicine, and ed- 
ucation since the first Southern Baptist 
missionary entered his country in 1850, 
and then closed with the challenge of a 
battle not yet ended. “Though Nigeria 
will be free as from tomorrow,” he ex- 
plained, “yet out of the 36,000,000 peo- 
ple more than 50 per cent are still pa- 
gans. May God, our Heavenly Father, 
give us more strength, more courage, and 
all the tools that we need to fight on as 
the gallant men and prudent women of 
old fought and won.” 

Miss Margaret Lamberth, missionary 
to Nigeria now on furlough in the States, 
responded on behalf of her co-workers 
with a pledge of prayer for the Nigerians 
in this hour of independence and of con- 
tinued support and co-operation in the 
years ahead.

My Impressions of Rio

My first impression of the activities 
of the Congress at Rio was the spirit of 
fellowship which was shared by all the 
delegates. During the Pre-Congress and 
Congress meetings of the Women’s De- 
partment, we all felt as belonging to one 
family: we had family worship together 
and enjoyed our leisure hours together, 
we introduced our countries and gave 
personal testimonies. These led to a 
fuller understanding and deeper fellow- 
ship amongst Baptist women of the 
world. 

The procession of the flags of the na- 
tions also engendered fellowship feelings. 
The coming together of Baptist Chris- 
tians with different customs and lan- 
guages from all parts of the world clear- 
ly demonstrated real fellowship and 
oneness in the Lord Jesus. 

I was also impressed by the religious 
nature of the Brazilians and the resultant 
development of the country. This out- 
standing state of affairs seems to be in 
accordance with the scripture, “Seek ye 
first the Kingdom of God and his right- 
eousness and all other things shall be 
added unto you”. It was on 24th day of 
August, 1884 (76 years ago) when the 
first Baptist Church in Rio was organized 
with only four members of three nation- 
alities. The population of Rio was half 
a million, but today this beautiful South 
American city has 128 Baptist churches 
and the population has jumped to over 
3 million. 

I took part in the excursion to the Cor- 
covado mountain to view the statue of 


Christ. This mountain is 2,329 feet high 
and an imposing over-size statue of Christ 
more than 100 feet high stands on top 
of this mountain. As I reached the foot 
of the Statue, I was satisfied that if the 
Brazilians had previously thought of 
Jesus as a crucified Christ, they now 
think of him as a living Christ as all 
the activities of the Congress indicated. 

The closing evangelistic service was not 
only impressive but inspirational. The 
congregation was about 200.000. There 
were 1,000 trained ushers. The choir con- 
sisted of 3,000 singers, young and old, 
and they rendered very beautiful an- 
thems. Dr. Billy Graham, the great 
American evangelist, delivered the ad- 
dress. 

During the Women’s Sectional meet- 
ing of the Congress, there was a slides- 
show of the beginning of Baptist work 
in different parts of the world. The pic- 
ture of Rev. William Buck Bagby was 
shown. He was stoned! He bled!! He 
fainted!!! I was impressed that Bagby 
was an example of the seed which fell to 
the ground and died and which later 
bore more fruit. 

From the proceedings of the Congress, 
especially those of the Women’s Depart- 
ment, I discovered that we Nigerian Bap- 
tists have a very important part to play 
in the evangelization of the African Con- 
tinent. This means harder work, more 
offer of selfless service and further em- 
phasis on practical evangelism. We must 
evolve more practical methods and bolder 
programs for reaching the million Afri- 
cans whom Christ has not yet found. 

I was impressed by the hospitality of 
the Brazilians. They were so kind and 
nice to us that we felt reluctant to leave

The Tenth Congress of the Baptist

June 26-July 3, 1960.

Wickramasinghe 
Plans Visit to 


Asian Youth 





Willie Wickramasinghe, new chairman 
of the Youth Department of the Baptist 
World Alliance, plans a tour of Asian 
Baptist centers during his Christmas holi- 
days, in keeping with suggestions by 
Robert S. Denny, associate secretary and 
director of youth work for the Baptist 
World Alliance. 


Mr. Wickramasinghe, who is principal 
of Carey College at Colombo, Ceylon, 
has written to Baptist youth leaders and 
executives of national conventions in 
Rangoon, Bankok, Hong Kong, the Phil- 
ippines, Formosa, Tokyo, Indonesia, and 
Malaya of his plans to visit their coun- 
tries. It is expected that arrangements 
will be made for him to consult with . 
local youth leaders and to meet with 
youth groups. 


Next big event on the Asian scene will 
be the Asian Baptist Youth Conference 
in Tokyo, July 17-23, 1961. Much of 
Mr. Wickramasinghe’s work on this tour 
will be in connection with promotion and 
planning for this meeting. Tokyo will 
be the second Asian youth gathering. 
The first having met in Hong Kong in 
1956. 


SHORT-WAVE RADIO IS MISSIONARY LINK 


A short-wave radio evangelism net- 
work links Houston, Texas, Baptists with 
the Cuna Indians who live on the San 
Blas Islands off the north coast of 
Panama. 

Evangelistic messages are broadcast via 
short wave radio by a Houston Baptist 
and ham operator to another Baptist 
radio operator at Balboa, Panama. There 
the messages are recorded on tape and 
relayed to receivers on the San Blas 
Islands. 

Cuna Indians sit around the receivers 
and listen as Baptist missionaries work- 
ing among them translate the messages 
into the native tongue. 

The network is the realization of a 
dream of the missionaries and L. Boyd 
Stanford, public relations vice-president 


of the Union Baptist Association Brother- 
hood, Houston, who participated in an 
evangelistic crusade to the islands last 
January. 

“Having someone from the outside 
world speak to the Indians shows them 
there is a universal concern about their 
salvation,” Mr. Stanford said of the 
evangelistic program. “It’s especially 
helpful in stimulating our missionaries 
who are Indians except for two American 
women.” 

The messages are beamed from Hous- 
ton over the ham radio station of Floyd 
Stark, a deacon of the Sharpstown Bap- 
tist church. In Balboa, Loyd Bowman 
picks them up and relays them after they 
are recorded. Mr. Stanford said he tries 
to schedule a broadcast every two weeks. 
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CONGO: 


More Medical Missionaries 
Needed for Congo 

An American Baptist medical mission- 
ary who has served in the Congo 32 
years has returned to the USA to plead 
for more doctors for that country. 

Dr. Glen W. Tuttle, chairman of the 
Congo Christian Medical Relief Program, 
said that there are now fewer than 200 
doctors left in the Congo to serve 14 
million Congolese. Some 500 doctors, 
mostly Belgians, had to flee the country 
because of rioting and turmoil which 
marked independence. They are not al- 
lowed to return. The Congo Protestant 
Council is seeking 100 new doctors from 
other countries. 

The $500,000 medical relief program 
which Dr. Tuttle directs is distributing 
food and clothing as well as financing 
the recruitment of doctors. Drug com- 
panies in the USA have donated $800,- 
000 worth of drugs since last July. 

Dr. Tuttle, 59, and his wife were 
rescued by helicopter from an isolated 
mission station and flown to Ghana when 
political turmoil began last July. Six days 
later he went back to Leopoldville and 
worked in a hospital there. In August 
he returned to his station at Kimpese. 


Policy Changes Proposed 

American Baptist missionaries to the 
Congo have voiced their hopes for the 
future and recommended changed con- 
ditions for their future service in the 
Congo. 

Meeting in New York in September, 
31 missionaries and officials of the Amer- 
ican Baptist Foreign Mission Societies 
mapped out recommendations which will 
alter the role of the mission. No longer 
will the mission serve as a paternalistic 
director, but rather will “seek to develop 
and strengthen the life and witness of 
the church.” 

Specifically, missionaries are expected 
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to assume functional roles on a mission- 
wide basis rather than acting as station 
administrators. Educational efforts of the 
mission will be aimed at the post-primary 
level and at Bible and theological train- 
ing, with a view toward government re- 
sponsibility for primary schooling. The 
Congolese Christians will be responsible 
for administration and direction of the 
field program, toward which progress had 
been made even before Congo became 
independent June 30. 

The conference noted that not all long- 
range goals could be effected immediate- 
ly, but the missionaries’ own views about 
the future promise to bring great changes 
not only in the Congo, but also on other 
ABFMS fields. 

Recommendations from the confer- 
ence in New York will be acted upon 
November 14-16 by the Boards of the 
Foreign Societies and then will be con- 
sidered by the Congol Mbundani, which 
is made up of representatives from each 
ABFMS mission station. When agree- 
ment is reached at least a dozen mis- 
sionaries are expected to return to the 
Congo soon after January 1. A few 
likely will return before January to 
areas already considered safe. 


GHANA: 
Anniversary Celebrated 

The Ghana Baptist Conference cele- 
brated its silver anniversary at its annual 
meeting in Kumasi. 

Recounting highlights of Baptist his- 
tory in the country, President Moses O. 
Oyarinde pointed to the inconspicuous 
beginning 40 years ago among small con- 
gregations of Yoruba Baptists who had 
immigrated from Nigeria, to the organi- 
zation of the conference in 1935, and to 
the arrival of the first Southern Baptist 
missionaries to Ghana, the Homer R. 
Littletons, in 1947. 

Now, he continued, the ministry of 
the conference is strengthened by 32 
trained pastors, 32 missionaries, 31 or- 
ganized churches, sixty preaching sta- 
tions, 75 church buildings, and eleven 
pastoriums. The churches contributed 
$4,820 to the work of the conference 
last year, compared with $3.00 in 1935. 


NORTHERN RHODESIA: 


First Services Held 
Sunday school classes and a worship 
service, conducted in the Chibemba lan- 


guage and attended by more than 100 
persons, marked the official beginning 
of Southern Baptist mission work in 
Northern Rhodesia, August 28. 

These first meetings in Kitwe netted 
two professions of personal faith in 
Christ as Saviour, and there was at 
least one additional profession each Sun- 
day for the next three weeks. After a 
period of Bible study and training in the 
meaning of conversion and in Baptist 
doctrine, these adults will form the nu- 
cleus of a local church, reports Mis- 
sionary Zebedee V. Moss, who taught 
the first adult Sunday school class (13 
present) while his wife taught the 91 
children. 

The sermon at the first worship serv- 
ice was preached by Hokah Mulanda, 
a student at the African Baptist Theolog- 
ical Seminary, near Gwelo, Southern 
Rhodesia, who was helping the mission- 
aries during the holidays. 

Mr. and Mrs. Tom G. Small, who 
previously worked in Southern Rhode- 
sia, and Mr. and Mrs. Moss, who were 
newly appointed missionaries, arrived in 
Kitwe in November, 1959, and began 
to study the Chibemba language. The 
August services were the first they con- 
ducted in Chibemba. 


SOUTH AFRICA: 


Assembly Meets 

Eight hundred Baptists were expected 
to attend the 1960 assembly of the Bap- 
tist Union of South Africa, meeting in 
Central Baptist Church, Johannesburg, 
October 5-11. Rev. C. W. Parnell pre- 
sided. 

Addresses, Bible readings and evening 
public meetings throughout the assembly 
majored on the general theme “The 
Church of the Living God”. 





BURMA: 
Evangelism Program Launched 

An American Baptist, Dr. Jitsuo Mori- 
kawa, has come to Burma to help Bap- 
tists here plan a five-year evangelism 
program. 


Dr. Morikawa is secretary of the 
American Baptist Home Mission Society’s 
division of evangelism, but came to 
Burma under sponsorship of the Amer- 
ican Baptist Foreign Mission Society. 

The five-year evangelism program will 
begin in 1961 with two years of prep- 
aration in local churches. The three final 
years will be devoted to evangelistic out-

British Missionary Honored 

Dr. Paul W. Brand, a British Baptist 
medical missionary, has been named to 
receive the 1960 Albert Lasker Award 
for Distinguished Service to the Physical- 
ly Handicapped for his efforts on behalf 
of the world’s victims of leprosy. 

The award was announced by the In- 
ternational Society for the Welfare of 
Cripples in New York, which scheduled 
the actual presentation for September 1 
at its eighth world congress, 


Dr. Brand has been director of ortho- 
pedics at Vellore Christian Medical Col- 
lege in India since 1946. He also has 
been a leading researcher and teacher of 
reconstructive hand surgery for lepers. 
Leprosy causes more disability to the 
hands than any other disease. 

Born in southwest India, Dr. Brand is 
the son of British missionaries. He re- 
ceived his medical training in London. 


LEBANON: 
Arab Seminary Open 

The Arab Baptist Theological Seminary 
began its first term October 4 with an 
expected 22 students from Egypt, Jordan, 
and Lebanon enrolled. 

The seminary, the first sponsored by 
Southern Baptists in the Near East, is 
meeting in rented quarters at Beirut, 
Lebanon, until buildings can be con- 
structed on its permanent site just outside 
the city. 

The course of study is based generally 
on that which leads to the diploma in 
theology at Southwestern Baptist The- 
ological Seminary, Fort Worth, USA. 
However, it will be extended over three 
years instead of two. Included among 
the students are five women who will 
take a special course while their husbands 
and the other men study theology and 
homiletics. 

An advisory council is composed of 
both National Baptist and Southern Bap- 
tist missionaries. The plan is for this 
council to eventually be made up pri- 
marily of nationals and to become a 
board of trustees. Missionary Finlay M. 
Graham is president of the new school. 


Europe 





ENGLAND: 
Students March to Aid Refugees 
Members of the John Clifford Society, 
the society for Baptist students of Lon- 
don University, marched from Reading 
to London last May in the aid of refu- 
gees. The marchers assembled at King’s- 
Road Baptist Church in Reading on Fri- 
day evening, May 13, and left the next 
morning at 9 a.m. They spent Saturday 
night sleeping on the hard floors of 
schoolrooms of the Slough Baptist 
Church and continued their journey on 
Sunday—arriving at Bloomsbury Central 
Church in time for the evening service. 
On the way, the students collected 
money and clothing for refugees, and 
distributed literature about the need for 
refugee aid. The march was directed by 
Mr. John Fisher. 


FINLAND: 
Evangelist Graham Invited 

Evangelist Billy Graham has told New 
York reporters that he hopes to accept 
“a very urgent invitation from _ the 
churches of Finland” to preach in this 
country in early July 1961. 

The Finland preaching mission would 
be timed between a crusade in the in- 
dustrial areas of the British Isles, in- 
cluding Manchester, Cardiff, Belfast, and 
Glasgow, scheduled in May, and a tour 
of the South American continent in the 
latter part of the year. Mr. Graham said 
that in his South American campaign he 
would hope to “cover almost every area 
of that continent”. 


FRANCE: 
Two New Churches Started 

Servicemen stationed at a US Army 
Communications Center near Orleans, 
France are credited with starting two 
Baptist churches, one English-speaking 
and one French-speaking. 

American soldiers at Orleans first or- 
ganized an English-speaking church near 
the army post. Then they decided to “do 
something constructive and permanent in 
cooperation with French Baptists”. 

The dedication of an attractive church 
building on Sunday, September 25 re- 
sulted from the cooperative efforts of the 
army personnel who provide most of the 
pastor’s salary, Southern Baptists who 
bought the building, and the Federation 
of Baptist Churches in France who will 
assist with funds and leadership. 

Delegations from many of the 30 
Baptist churches in France attended the 
dedication services in which Dr. Henri 
Vincent, executive secretary of the Fed- 
eration of Baptist churches in France, 
was speaker. 

Dr. Paul C. Carter of the American 
Baptist Board of Education and Publica- 
tions reports that Dr. Vincent told him 
that “opportunity to establish new Bap- 
tist churches in France is running far 
ahead of resources and available build- 
ings.” The Federation has just built a 
building near the suburban campus of 
the City University in conjunction with 
the Sorbonne. This makes possible a 
ministry to students of many nationalities, 
although the work will be carried on in 
the French language. 


GERMANY: 
Graham Opens Berlin Crusade 

An attendance of 20,000 East and 
West Germans were present for the open- 
ing rally of Evangelist Billy Graham’s 
one week crusade in that city in late 
September. The crowd packed a tent 
structure located in front of the former 
German parliament building, believed to 
be the largest of its kind in Europe. The 
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Graham Crusade had been lavishly ad- 
vertised for weeks in advance by the 
West Berlin Press. In addition, placards 
and posters were displayed over the city. 

Mr. Graham, whose denominational 
allegiance is the Southern Baptist Con- 
vention, USA, told a press conference 
he had not come to Berlin as an Amer- 
ican but “as a preacher of God’s word”. 


ROMANIA: 
1,500 Churches Reported 

Alwar Sundell of Finland who has re- 
cently travelled in Romania _ reports 
1,500 Baptist churches with 75,000 mem- 
bers in that country. His trip was re- 
ported in a story in Missions Standeret, 
Swedish Baptist publication. 

Mr. Sundell said that the church mem- 
bership includes about 600 Germans in 
20 churches and 20,000 Hungarians in 
300 churches. Altogether, the Baptists 
in Romania have about 950 church build- 
ings and 500 smaller chapels. There also 
is a theological seminary with Alexander 
Povitc as president. Forty young men 
are enrolled. The Bucharest church has 
recently been renovated with a capacity 
of 1,000 worshippers. 

The country is divided into 15 district 
associations which meet annually. The 
general conference of all Romanian Bap- 
tist churches meets every three years. 


SPAIN: 
Church Remains Closed 

The Baptist church of Seville, Spain, 
closed since November 10, 1958, has 
been refused its request for reopening. 
The reason given by the Spanish Ministry 
of the Interior is that another Baptist 
group is already authorized in the city 
(which has almost a half-million people). 

Conferences with government officials 
earlier this summer had encouraged Bap- 
tist leaders to believe that the church 
would soon be opened. But when the 
written request was made it was denied. 

The church building in Seville had 
‘been occupied a little less than two years 
when its doors were sealed by order of 
the Spanish police.

ARGENTINA: 

Chilean Relief Gifts Generous 
Argentine Baptists have contributed a 

total of 290,304.95 pesos for the relief of 

Chilean Baptists, Rev. Alfonso Olmedo, 

president of the Argentine Convention, 

reports. 
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Chilean Baptists suffered great damage 
from a_ series of earthquakes which 
rocked southern Chile last spring. The 
Baptist World Alliance, the Southern 
Baptist Convention and other groups 
sponsored relief offerings. 

The Argentine gifts, amounting to 
about US $3540, represents very gen- 
erous giving from Argentine Baptists who 
number 13,000. 


New Churches Welcomed 

The Argentine Baptist Convention wel- 
comed 60 new churches into its fellow- 
ship at its last annual meeting. The 
convention now represents 182 congrega- 
tions having 351 places of worship. 

Reports from 139 of the churches 
showed general increase throughout Ar- 
gentina. One hundred churches reported 
944 baptisms for 1959, as compared with 
the total of 810 for all churches the pre- 
vious year. Average Sunday school at- 
tendance was 10,189, a high percent- 
age of the 13,000 membership of Ar- 
gentine churches.

Canadian Baptists Generous 
In Gifts for Relief 


Seventy-five tons of canned meat given 
by the Canadian government at an esti- 
mated value of $37,500.00 has been 
shipped to needy people in Germany and 
Hong Kong by the Baptist Federation of 
Canada. 

Dr. R. Fred Bullen, secretary of the 
Federation, said that shipping costs of 
$3952.98 was raised in collections in 
Canadian Baptist churches. 

Reporting the shipment to Rev. A. 
Klaupiks, coordinator of Relief for Bap- 
tist World: Alliance, Dr. Bullen added 
that Canadian Baptists are still busy on 
relief projects. “We have funds to as- 
sist the refugee home in Australia and 
other specific projects of the BWA Re- 
lief Committee,” Dr. Bullen stated. 

Mr. Klaupiks wrote Mr. Bullen that 
the shipment of canned meat to Germany 
and Hong Kong is “one of the most 





valuable contributions from any single 
convention in many years.” 


USA: 


Named 1961 Chairman of 
Baptist Jubilee Advance 

Dr. Frank W. Woyke, executive sec- 
retary of the North American Baptist 
General Conference (German), will serve 
as chairman of the Baptist Jubilee Ad- 
vance during the year 1961. 

He was elected at a meeting of the 
joint committee of cooperating Baptist 
conventions and succeeds Mrs. How- 
ard Roach, an American Baptist Con- 
vention lay leader. 

The Jubilee Advance will culminate 
in a nation-wide observance in 1964 of 
the 150th anniversary of the founding 
of the first organized Baptist work in the 
United States in 1814. 

The 1961 emphasis of the Jubilee Ad- 
vance program will be “Stewardship and 
Enlistment” and its theme will be “I Will 
Be Faithful” based on I Corinthians 4:2. 

Dr. Edwin H. Tuller was elected chair- 
man of the committee planning the 1964 
celebration events, succeeding the late 
Dr. Reuben E. Nelson. Dr. Tuller is 
executive secretary of the General Coun- 
cil of the American Baptist Convention, 
in which post he succeeded Dr. Nelson. 

A joint meeting of all Baptist bodies 
in the United States at Atlantic City, 
N. J., in 1964, is being planned as a 
climax to the Jubilee. 


Simultaneous Revivals Held 

Southern Baptist churches and missions 
in Alaska conducted simultaneous re- 
vivals in a two-week crusade, September 
25-October 9. 

Vernon Yearby, an associate in the 
SBC Home Mission Board’s evangelism 
division, said 36 pastors and ten musi- 
cians from Southern Baptist churches in 
thirteen states on the US mainland served 
as visiting evangelists in the Alaskan 
campaign. 

In Alaska, the SBC has churches and 
mission congregations numbering from 
a handful to more than 1,000 members, 
said Mr. Yearby. Southern Baptists be- 
gan work in Alaska in 1943 when mili- 
tary Chaplain Aubrey Halsell started a 
church in Anchorage. 


International Radio 

Southern Baptists will extend their 
radio ministry into Great Britain and 
Russia via Trans World Radio, it was 
announced by Dr. Paul M. Stevens, di- 
rector of the Radio and Television Com- 
mission. 

Production and distribution of two 15- 
minute radio programs was approved by 
the commission’s central committee, 
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headed by Dr. Edgar M. Arendall of 
Birmingham, Ala. 

The program for Great Britain will 
be an abbreviated version of the popular 
“Mastercontrol” now on 175 US stations. 
It is being aired at 10 p.m. Wednesday 
by Trans World Radio from Monte 
Carlo. 

A 15-minute preaching program in 
Russian will be beamed into Moscow at 
8 p.m. on a day to be decided, beginning 
around the first of November. English 
scripts are being mailed to Tangier, Mo- 
rocco, for translation into Russian and 
flown to Monte Carlo for transmission 
over TWR. Statistics indicate 38 mil- 
lion radio sets in the USSR, which makes 
this broadcast a great mission oppor- 
tunity. 


Giant Charity Fund Proposed 

A proposal that the Southern Baptist 
Convention create a million dollar a year 
relief fund for “good deeds” in time of 
trouble around the world has been taken 
under advisement by the Convention’s 
Executive Committee. 

E. S. James, Dallas, editor of the Texas 
Baptist Standard, brought the_ proposal 
before the Executive Committee at its 
fall session. 

He first outlined the idea in an ed- 
itorial in the Standard June 29, shortly 
after thousands were killed, injured, or 
made homeless by earthquakes in Chile. 

He told the Executive Committee 
Southern Baptists need such a fund to

American Baptist Convention 
Transfers Property in Burma 


The American Baptist Convention has 
announced arrangements to transfer all 
its mission property in Burma to local 
ownership there. 

Dr. Edward B. Willingham, general 
secretary of the Convention’s Foreign 
Mission Societies, said that the Burma 
transfer involves more than 160 plots of 
land, many with churches, schools, staff 
residences and hospitals. 

Burma, the first mission field for Bap- 
tists in America, thus becomes the first 
for transfer of all mission property to 
local ownership. Earlier however, a par- 
tial: transfer of property in Japan was 
made to local Baptists there. 

Burma was opened to modern mission- 
ary movement in 1813 by pioneer Ameri- 
can missionaries Adoniram and Ann 
Judson. It was to support their work in 
Burma that Baptists in America first 
organized on a national scale. 


According to the transfer agreement 
announced by Dr. Willingham, the vari- 
ous pieces of mission property will be 
transferred to a central Trust Association 
rather than being held individually by 
the different associations. For the most 
part, individual groups will continue to 
manage the property they have occupied. 

The Burma Convention met for its 
92nd annual session in Myitkyina in the 
Kachin hills of Burma, October 7-9.
